Dear Ms. Bell ; 

Ms. Beil, the following is a letter in response to our 
phone Conversation on the afternoon of Friday October 22. At that time 
as you may remember, I informed you that I was a private researcher 
into .the assasination of President Kennedy with a few questions to 
ask of you. While you were reluctant' .to- talk 'to me over the telephone, 
which is understandable, you indicated that you could answer me in 
writing should I care to correspond by letter. Hence the purpose of 
this questionaire. 

Recent studying of this event “has indicated to me that 
you might be able to provide firsthand information concerning physical 
evidence obtained at Parkland Memorial Hospital that afternoon of 
November 22, 1963. Specifically what led me to believe this was a 
passage from the bo ok - THE DAY KENNEDY WAS SHOT by Jim Bishnn. 

Within the chapter entitled "I P.M.", of his book, Mr. Bishop writes 
the following 

'On the first floor of the big hospital. 

Trauma Two was being scrubbed by Audrey Bell. 

When she got to the nurses' working table, she 
found a group of bullet fragments and turned 
them over to police.’ 

I have enclosed the page from an actual paperback copy of the book 
for you to examine. 

Ms. Bell, I realize you've probably been through this 
before with other people, but I would very much appreciate your 
answering the following questions as best you can. Perhaps some 
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luostions fill appear insignificant . or the answers will be ail 'but' 
obvions to you, however X was not -there, sc please bear with me. 

I have allowed space on this paper Tor your answers to be typed or 
written in and then returned to me in the self-addressed, stamped 
envelope provided. This format is provided solely for your convenience. 
Should you desire, please respond in a seperate letter. 

At about what time in the afternooon of November 22 did 
you find these bullet fragments? (The following "times of events" 
may be helpful i„ remembering more accuratly— Presidential 

motorcade arrives Parkland about X2:37.- surgery begun on 

Governor Connally about I;00 P.M.- Presidential party departs 
Parkland around 2:00 P.M.) ^ 
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Is there any person(s) that you know of that could verify 

your finding these fragments in Trauma Two? 
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How many pieces of lead did you find and how big were they? 
(An easy way to answer this question, is to try and visualize, 
and then draw them in the space below. Please try the best you 
can. This is very important.) 
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Did any of the fragments have any distinct color, such as 
copper colored?, silver colored?, or dark grey or black? 




How soon after you found these fragments did you turn them 
over to the police? 



Where did you give them to the police? In Trauma Two? 
In the corridor outside? Elsewhere? 



Do you remember the name of the policeman (policemen?) 
you gave them to? If so who? 
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How did you know he (they) was a policeman? Did he 
identify himself as one to you? Did he show you a shield or 
identification card? 
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Was the policeman a uniformed officer or a plainclothesmon?
